A small log cabin on remote Lots 
Creek in Southwestern Knott coun- 
ty will serve as a temporary radio 
studio for a Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System program from 2:45 to 
J 15 p. m. Sunday, May 2. 

The location from wtiich tlie pro- 
gram will come is one of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky's 25 radio lis- 
tening centers established in the 
isolated sections of the Kentucky 
nioimtalns. Dr. Frank L. McVey 
will tell in a brief talk the role 
of radio in moimtain education. 
David M. Yoimg, curator of tbe 
University's geological museum, will 
deliver an address on the geog- 
raphy of the Kentucky moimtalns. 
The program will include inter- 
views with movmtaln people, in 
wtiich their customs and mode of 
Uvlng will be brought out, pvform- 
ances of mountain dance music, 
renditions of moimtain *^IHMlf. and 
an explanation of the UntVSiatty's 
listening center plan. 

The broadcast will emenate from 
the lAts Creek post office, which 
is namad Oordla. This log cabin 
forms tbe nucleus of the Lots Creek 
coimnunlty center under the leader- 
ship of Miss Alice Stone. The ob- 
ject of the center is to raise the in- 
leileclual life of the community 
ilirougli the circulation of books, 
Uie organisation of dubs, tbe pro- 
motion of a recreational program, 
and the effective use of radio. 

To overcome the difficulty of a 
lack of telephones in this district, 
wlucii has caused considerable wor- 
ry to the engineers of the broad- 
casting qpstem, a portable short 
wave transmitter wfll ba brought 
in. The program will be short 
waved for a distance of seven or 
eight miles to Hazard, where a re- 
ceiver wiU pick up the broadcast 
and feed it into the telephone lines 
serving tbe nst w srtt.
